Tied to Kremlin 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The U.S. 
Court of Appeals, in a 2-1 opinion, 
today upheld a finding b y the Sub ­ 
v ersiv e Activ ities Control Board 
that the U.S. Communist party is 
dominated b y Moscow. 
This means that the party , un­ 
less today 's ruling is rev ersed, 
must register with the attorney 
general as an agency of a foreign 
power and must file reports of its 
finances and the names of its 
memb er*. 
The court decision m arks anoth­ 
er step in a nine-y ear b attle b y 
the gov ernment to require the 
Communist party to register un­ 
der the 1950 Internal Security Act.

Well. the aid ran out. and Franco dis 
covered he needed still m ore help. Ile was 
forced to turn to the Organization

ropean Economic Cooperation. Unlik e the 
U. S.. the OEEC said to Franco. “ Ok ay, 
but f i r s t vou must put your economic 


house in order.** 
Franco ha s now reluctantly devalued 
c ur r e n c y from 42 pesetas to a dollar to 60 
pesetas (Spanish currency had 
been sell­ 
ing everywhere for 50 to 56 per dollar 
a ny ­ 
w a y ) . Spain has also accepted liberalized 
foreign trade m easures, and internal fis­ 
cal reforms. 
In return she is to receive $2<5 million 
in credits abroad. Included is $200 million 
from U. S. government agencies and pri­ 
vate bank s. But does the fat m an really 
vs ant to reduce.

Maybe your ancestors

walk on aU four*, but for quale a 
few centuries now, hum an beings 
have been gelling around on their 
feet alone 
So straighten all the ‘way up’ 
Not only does good posture mak e 
you look better, it actually mak es 
you feel beater 
Keep your head and chest high. 
your chin level and your abdomen 
flat. When you 
walk , 
tak e long 
easy strides. 
# 
When standing, whether it s only 
for a moment or during 
a 
long 
wait for a bus or train, k eep your 
feet parallel and place your weight 
on both feet 
As I have ex plained previously 
(but you probably don't 
rem em ­ 
ber), shifting your 
weight 
from 
one foot to the other, or stand’ng 
with one foot on a bar or curb, 
won t give either leg much rtv-t. 
You must eland with both feet 
firm ly cwt a flat 
surface to rest 
most while standing. 
Rem em ber 
this nex t tim e you have to stand 
in a crowded 
streetcar, 
bu# 
or 
train on the way to or from work . 
I think you’ll arrive much more 
refreshed than if you had let one 
foot support the weight of your en­ 
tire body for any length of time. 
It’s equally im portant to m ain­ 
tain correct posture while sitting. 
Think you could sit on a stool all 
day? Probably not, 
at 
least not 
without getting pretty tired. 
Then why on earth do so few of 
you use the back of your chair 
properly? I fs there for a reason, 
so use it. 
Sit straight w rh your back firm 
Iv against the back 
a t the chair.
